SUBJECT was repeatedly requested to explain specifically the type 
assignments he receives. Each time he answered "different assignments' 1 . How- 
ever, just prior to the termination of the interview, SUBJECT explained that 
his last assignment was approximately three weeks ago. At that time, he 
traveled by train to Stuttgart, Germany.
